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Salem High School History 


Nineteen hundred and seventy three has been a good year, but it has also been 


a sad one because it is the last one for our school. It seems only fitting that in 
this, the last edition of The Pines, we should go back and take a look at how it 
began. 

Before Salem High School was built, the students from Salem, Mull, and Pilot 
Mountain elementary schools had to finish their education at Morganton High 
School. At this time the county did not provide transportation for these students 
to the high school; they either found a way themselves or did not go at all.
